party, the access information defining a right of the first party to access a program which 
includ e s that controls access to the account data of the s e cond party ; and 

acc e ssing p roviding access to the program based on the access information^ 
wherein inputting, r e c e iving the account information, and accessing ar e performed from 
th e program . 


Claim 6. (currently amended) The method of claim 5, wherein providing access to th e 
program further comprises providing access to b y-the first part y based on is gov e rn e d by the 
access information and the account information. 


Claim 7. (currently amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising displaying 
information frem -corresponding to the account data . 

Claim 8. (currently amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising changing a 
parameter e £associated with the account data . 

Claim 9. (currently amended) A method of providing a first party with access to an 
account of a second party, comprising: 

receiving identification information for the account of the s e cond part y that does not 
contain an authenticator of the second party ; 

verifying that the first party is entitled to access the-account data associated with the 
account of the second party based on the identification information; and 

providing account information to a storage device associated with the first party for use in 
accessing the account data, of th e s e cond party 

wherein the account information does not contain the authenticator of the second party . 

Claim 10. (currently amended) The method of claim 9, further comprising: 
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receiving a request from the first party to access the account dat a of the s e cond party ; 

obtaining the account information from the storage device associated with the first party;

Claim 19. (currently amended) The computer program of claim 13, further comprising 
instructions to cause the computer to display information frefa -corresponding to the account data . 

Claim 20. (currently amended) The computer program of claim 13, further comprising 
instructions to cause the computer to change a parameter e£ associated with the account data . 

Claim 21. (currently amended) A computer program stored on a computer-readable 
medium for providing a first party with access to an account of a second party, the computer 
program comprising instructions that cause a computer to: 

receive identification information for th e account of th e second part y that does not 
contain an authenticator of the second party ; 

verify that the first party is entitled to access the-account data associated with the account 
of the second party based on the identification information; and 

provide account information to a storage device associated with the first party for use in

Claim 39. (currently amended) The apparatus of claim 25, wherein the account of the 
second party is accessed over an intranet running HTTPS. 

Claim 40. (currently amended) A computer-implemented method for providing access to 
an account of a second party, comprising: 

receiving identification information for th e account of th e s e cond part y that does not 
contain an authenticator of the second party ; 

based on the identification information, providing account information that defines a right 
of a first party to access computer programs account data associated with the account of the 
second party; and 

permitting access to the account data of the s e cond party based on the account 
information , without receiving the authenticator of the second party . 

Claim 41. (currently amended) A computer program stored on a computer-readable 
medium for providing access to an account of a second party, the computer program comprising 
instructions that cause a computer to: 

receive identification information for th e account of th e s e cond party that does not 
contain an authenticator of the second party ; 

based on the identification information, provide account information that defines a right 
of a first party to access comput e r programs account data associated with the account of the 
second party; and 

permit access to the account data of the s e cond party based on the account information^ 
without receiving the authenticator of the second party .
